"Tis now confirmed beyond Doubt, that there are no 
les than 3 Infurre@ions in Perfia, which. threaten the total Overthrow of 
that Famous Kingdom ; One by the Rebel Scneich Mahumed, who {ack’d 
Schamachia, a Market Town of Note for Silks, Cottons, Cloth of Gold 
and Silver, aboutg4o M, W. of the CalpianSea; Another by the Prince 
of Mafcar, who is faid to have ovet-run feveral of the Southern Provin- 
ces, andto be marching towards Gombrown the beft Port of tue Kingdom, 
and the chief trading City on the Bay of Ormus; Andthe Third and 
moft dangerous one by Mirweiz alias the Prince of Candahor { a Pro- 
vince on the Frontier of the Mogul Bmpire) whole. Father being only 
Governour, made himfelt;Sovereign of the Country. Mirweiz not content 
with this Rich tho’ {mall Prineipality, marched laft Year to Kerman, ai- 
molt 600 Miles S. W. (a famous City for the fineft Silks and Serges, 
Cloth. of Gold and Silver ) and not only fubdued, but plundred the whole 
City, and the Province too, which is reckoned one of the largeft in 
Perfia.

Astothe CharaGer -of thefe Rebelsin General, we are informed, thet

homet. Thee Perfians curle tour of the Muflulmen’s'chief Prophets, and 
the Muffulmen onthe other Hand with equal Charity, curle the whole 
Dozen of Saints whom the Perfians derive trom Ali. In hort, they 
give one another no better Languagéthan Omar’s Dogs and Ali’s Afles 
therefore we are not to wonder that the Perfians of this Se@ in Ifpahan 
were facrificed to the Plunder of the Rebellious Muflulmen. 

As to the Prince of Candabar himfelf, we are told that he is fuch ¢ 
ftaunch Moflulman, that wherever he goes. he declares he does not pre- 
tend to the. Crown, but only fo bring over the Fanatical King to the true 
Religion, and that then he willlay down ‘his Arns and pay him due O- 
bedience ; which Pretence it feems ‘has made the Mahomeran Zelots flock 
to his Standard from all parts of the Kingdom.
